PEKIN, Jan. 14.—Prof. 
hard Hoff, an American mission- | 


ary, died yesterday in a hospital 
at Siangfungyu, Huheh Prov- 
ince, from wounds inflicted about 
two weeks ago by bandits, who also 
shot down. his wife and kidnaped 
Mrs. Julia Kilen, a coworker, of 
Northfield, Minn., when they raid- 
ed the mission at Tsao-Yang. 

Mrs. Hoff is expected to recover. 
Mrs. Kilen still is missing. 

Gen. Wu Pei-Fu, leader of the 


Chinese military party and com- 
mander of the Northern provinces, 
has offered a reward of $10,000 
for the rescue of Mrs. Kilen. She 
is reported to have been seen a 
few days ago, apparently well, in 
Juchow, Honan Province. 

Prof. Hoff and his wife were 
missionaries of the Swedish branch 
of the Lutheran Church in the 
United States. 

The first details of the raid on 
the town and mission of Tsaoyang 
were received here Jan. 3. 

After the mission was invaded 
the three. missionaries were warned 
against trying to . escape. Phe 
Hoffs; not knowing the _ dialect 
which the bandits spoke, attempt- 
ed to run away and both were shot. 
But Mrs. Kilen, a veteran mission- 
ary, who understood the dialect, 
overheard the bandits pian to take 
Mrs. Hoff with them. Mrs. -Kilen 
promptly sacrificed herself, per- 
suading the brigands to take her 
instead of the wounded woman. 

“T will go in her place,” she told 
them. “She would die on your 
hands.”’ 

Thus Prof. and Mrs. Hoff were 
left behind and Mrs. Kilén was 
earried away. Prof. Hoff was shot 
through the lungs. His 
wound is ig the shéulder. Husband 
and wife were removed to a hos- 
pital. in the nearby town of Siang- 
fungyu.

Told of Kidnapsng Plot. 
Nearly two months later Lin- 
telegraphed Aurora police 
from Chicago that he was waiting 
for them in a hotel there and, 
when returned to Aurora, told of 
a kidnaping by a dope ring, of 
which his wife was supposed te be 
a member, of being taken East*and 
finally of his escape and return. 
Police dropped the case and Lin- 
coln returned to his greenhouse, 
but seemed dissatisfied. He 
turned his business over to his 
brother and disappeared again.

Collapses After Confession. 


Lincoln collapsed as he ended his 
confessi and the police left a 
part of his story unrelated. He was 
not asked to reenact the double 
killing, because of his .weakened 
condition, but he told ‘of it in vivid 
language. 

He admitted insertion of “per- 
sonal” advertisements in newspa- 
pers, signing them Lina, his wife’s 
name, and admitted authorship of 
letters to his wife’s relatives, ask- 
ing and receiving money from 
them in Mrs. Lincoln's name, and 
confessed signing Shoup’s name to 
a check on an Aurora bank, where 
Shoup had a large account.

Fire of undetermined origin, dis- 
covered in the front part of the 
basement of the International Har- 
vest Hat Co., 709-i1 Lucas avenue, | 
shortly after 7 a. m. today, burned 
so rapidly during the following 30 
minutes that a general alarm was 
turned in, 10 fire companies re- 
sponding. 

The blaze was confined to the 
basement and when it was under 
control two hours later damage to 
stock of the hat company was esti- 
mated at $12,000.

an estimated loss of $8000 to stock 
of gas mantles in its basement 
from water. Damage to the build- 
ing was estimated at $3000 by fire- 
men, making a total estimated ldss 
of $23,000. 

Straw Stored in Basement. 

Straw, used in the manufaciure 
of harvest hats and paper packing 
cases, had been stored in the 
basement of the hat company 
building. George J. Ambrose, 
cashier, said it would be imnpos- 
sible to estimate the loss until] an 
examination could be made of the 
basemem. Firemen made the es- 
timate of $12,000 to the hat com- 
pany stock. 

Persons on their way to work 
crowded by the thousands at street 
intersections near the fire, police 
lines prohibiting them from going 
closer. No blaze was seen from 
the street at any time. The vis- 
ible evidences were heavy columns 
of smoke coming from first floor 
windows and basement entrances 
of the hat company building. a 6- 
story brick structure. ; 

No Ohe in Building. 

The fire was discovered by 12 
negro employed in the stockrcom 
of the hat company a few minutes 
after he reported for duty. It 
started before other employes had 
reported and no one was in the 
building when the fire companies 
began to arrive.

“BARNUM WAS RIGHT” KEEPS 
EMPRESS AUDIENCE GUESSING 


It’s Hokum From the Start, but 
Search for Pirate Gold Brings 
Both Thrills apd Laughter. 


Whether P. T. Barnum actually 
made the statement, popularly at- 
tributed to him, that “There is a 
tucker born every minute,” or 
‘merely said that the American pub- 


lic likes to be humbugged, may 
be a matter of -dispute, but it is 
with the former statement as a 
text and a declaration of Barnum’s 
veracity as a title that the play at 
the Empress this week is con- 
cerned. 

“Barnum Was Right,’ ’as present- 
ed by the Woodward Players, is a 
sort of a cross between a mystery 
melodrama and a farce comedy. 
It has plenty of both elements and 
proved highly entertaining to the 
audience last night. One moment 
spectators were gripping their 
chairs in anticipation of sensation- 
al developments as the midnight 
treasure hunt progressed, and the 
next were finding relief from the 
tension in laughter as _ episodes 
which might have provided thrill- 
ing climaxes for a mystery play 
were sidetracked for comedy or 
deliberately turned i:zito buffoon- 
ery.

A young man, staking his fortune 
in love upon his ability to sell an 
ancient mansion for a prodigious 
sum, hits upon the scheme of con- 
verting it into a summer hotel and 
attracting treasure-hunting guests | 
by vigorous denials that the place 
was a former pirates’ cache. The 
ruse brings a flood of business. 
Guests swamp the resort, each in- 
tent upon finding those Spanish 
doubloons for himself. Before it 
ends the enterprising proprietor 
falls victim to the bug himself, but 
what he finds, how he finds it and 
how the mysterious lunatic figures 
in the plot are matters that had 
better be left for the play itself to 
explain. The piece is admittedly 
hokum,‘and not too much atten- 
tion is paid to plausibility, but it 
is highly amusing.

MARXIAN FUN-MAKING 
FEATURES “TLL SAY" 


Frequent Laughs, No Mental 
Strain, in Performance ~ 
at Jefferson.

ULIUS MARX, casual creator 
J of compelling comedy, and his 

brother, Arthur, speechic<s 
smile specialist, are the chief en- 
tertainers in this week’s “‘musical 
comedy revue™ at the Shubert- 
Jefferson Theater. There are two 
other ‘Marxes, not so funny as 
these, but who may brothers “be 
for a’ that. 

In the interludes between the 
Marxian appearances, and supple- 
menting their efforts at times, are 
dances, starting with an abund- 
ance of clothing and getting dow 
to scanty and narrow sash effects: 
solo and duo dancing of speed and 
acrobatic merit; a style show: a 
rather gorgeous tableau; a King 
Tut scene; a jazz “sextet” with 
eight members; Chidatown real- 
ism and Wall street symbolism. 
and much singing, but precious lit- 
tle music. 

They call it “Z’ll Say She Is.” As 
this might mean anything, and in 
this case means almost nothing, it 
befits the performance, which 
means a way of spending an eve~ 
ning with no danger of brain fag. 

“Experience” Is Copied. 

What it is that “she is,” does not 
appear definitely, but “she” is 
quite dazzlingly présent, being Lot- 
ta Miles. Close attention to the 
stage lines, at certain points, will 
show that “she” is in search of 
thrills, and that different members 
of the cast undertake to supply 
this demand. This leads to two 
scenes resembling those in “Expe- 
rience,’’ one showing an opium den 
and the other symbolizing the stock 
market. As a final thrill, she is 
permitted to imagine herself Jose- 
phine, who, it is established after 
some discussion, was the wife of 
Napoleon, not of Columbus . 

Here Julius Marx, as Napoleon, 
and his brothers, as the courtiers 
who entertain the Empress in Na- 
poleon’s brief absences, give -a 
very funny piece of comedy, which 
at the same time may be nearer to 
historic truth than some serious 
stage presentations of Josephine 
have been. Marx is the most ur- 
Napoleonic of Napoleons, as he is 
one of the most un-comedian-hHke 
of comedians.. Brother Arthur, 
who remains inarticulate through 
the evening, beguiles the lonely 
Empress with his piano and harp 
selections, while the Emperor 
keeps returning from fields of car- 
nage to hunt for his sword and 
check up on his consort. 

A Fairy in Garters. 

A courtroom scene, with cubist 
scenery, gives a comedy lead which 
is not carried very far. In a Cin- 
derella dialogue, Julius Marx, as 
the -fairy, appears ‘in athletic un- 
derwear and garters. The Marxes 
and others give a laughable tramp 
ballet, following a pretentious Pyg- 
malion and Galatea dance by oth- 
ers of the cast. 

Instead of the usual claims of a 
long run on Broadway, “I'll Say 
She Is” has the distinction of hav- 
ing broken records in Kansas City 
by a three weeks’ stay there. It Is 
a Chicago show. Last  night’s 
large audience showed that it liked 
the performance. 7

Belgian Explains His Statement 
That Allies Fought to Save

“The United States, with 50.000

druggist. 


But a little group of our younger 
@rinkers, realizing this, has sug- 
gented that maybe boys and gals 
who wants to take up writing as 
their life work would be very little 
bonefitted if some person like I was 
to give them a few hints in regards 
to the technic of the short story, 
how to go about planning it ana 
Writing it, when and where to 


 piant the love interest and climax, 


and finally how to market the fin- 
ished product in a way that won't 
leave no bad taste in the mouth. 


Watering Trough a Typical Scene. 


Well, friends, it seems to me like 
the best method to use in giving 
out these hints is to try and de- 
scribe my own personal procedure 
from the time I get inspired till the 
time the manuscript is mailed. 

Well, the first thing I generally 
always do is to get a title like for 
instance ‘‘Basil Hargrave’s Vermi- 
fuge” or “Hoof and Mouth” and 
then set down at the desk and lay 
out three or four sheets of copy 
paper and look at them with one 
eve cocked to try and find out 
which is the most likely and then I 
atart the story with a view to mak- 
ing it harmonize with the name. 
Fer example, if the name or title 
was. “Fun at the _ (“Incineratine 
Plant.”’ I would keep as far away 
As possible from the atmosphere of 
the Fifth avenue demi-monde. 

I have always found it a good 
scheme to open up a story with a 
couple lines of dialogue, like:

Make Them Unreturnabic. 

So much for the writing. Now 
in regards to peddling the com- 
pleted work. A good many young 
writers makes fhe mistake of en- 
closing a @tamped, self-addressed 
envelope, big enough for the man- 
uscript to come back in. This {s 
too much of a temptation to the 
editor and he can't hardly  netp 
from yielding to it. That is why 
so many manuscripts is returned. 

Personally I have found it a 
good scheme to not even sign my 
name to the story and when I have 
got it sealed up in the envelope 
and addressed, I take it to some 
nearby town where I don’t live and 
mail it from there. The editor 
don’t know who wrote the story eo 
how can he send it back? He is 
in a quandary.
